Applicant's arguments filed 5/19/2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Eck (US 7003146B2) fails to teach at least portion of the first and at least portion of the second image comprises 
images of a same portion of an object. The examiner disagrees. 

Eck teaches the attenuation of the measured signals changes for successive x-ray images while the patient is in the x-ray beam path 
(column 3 line 37-42) and the image data is smoothed and averaged (column 3 line 40-42) for correcting off-set error. Accordingly, Eck's 
plurality of images are considered to contain same portion of the patient and the applicant's argument is not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Maschke (US 6940945B2) fails to teach the first and second images are generated in a sequence. The examiner 

disagrees. 

Maschke teaches the second x-ray image was acquired at a later examination data, such as during the current examination of the patient 
(column 2 line 57-59). Accordingly, Maschke clearly teaches that the first and second images are generated in a sequence and the 
applicant's argument is not persuasive. 
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
